
Lottery grant set to 
'transform' museum 


A MASSIVE redevelopment project that could 
‘transform’ Bridport Museum has been given the 
green light, after the Heritage Lottery Fund ap¬ 
proved an initial £97,000 grant. 

Bridport Museum Trust has received initial support 
from HLF for its ‘Bridport Dagger’ redevelopment, 
which would enable it to showcase a variety of new 
displays and collections celebrating the town’s colour¬ 
ful history. 

The development funding awarded to the trust this 
week will allow it to progress the plans and apply for 
a full grant at a later date. 

With the award of the full grant, essential conserva¬ 
tion and repair work will be carried out to preserve 
windows and stonework, and tackle structural prob¬ 
lems in the Grade II listed building. 

New central heating will allow for year-round open¬ 
ing and a fully accessible public toilet with baby 
changing facilities and a lift will improve facilities for 
visitors. 

Emily Hicks, curator of Bridport Museum, said: 
“We are so excited that the Heritage Lottery Fund has 
given us this initial support. For a long time now the 
trust has wanted to redevelop the museum, but we 
have never had the funds. 

“The acquisition of this new collection has been the 
perfect catalyst for creating a wonderful new museum. 

“The vision is for a museum which is fun, friendly 
and engaging, and something that Bridport can really 
be proud of.”

The catalyst for the project was the recent acquisi¬ 
tion of the Sanctuary Rope and Net Collection, which 
provides a complete record of the town’s 800-year-old 
rope and netting industry. 

The collection will form the centrepiece of the mu¬ 
seum’s main gallery, which will include a small work¬ 
ing ropewalk to be used to demonstrate how rope was 
made. 

There will also be new displays opened following 
the development, showcasing the museum’s collec¬ 
tions of Jurassic Coast fossils and fine art, and 
its records of the local area’s social and natural his¬ 
tory. 

A multi-functional learning space is planned for the 
downstairs section of the museum, which will include 
a range of interactive features providing extra infor¬ 


mation on Bridport’s history and the museum’s col¬ 
lections. Since the trust made entry to the museum free 
in 2008, visitor numbers have risen from an average of 
6,000 to 18,000 a year, and a revamped activities pro¬ 
gramme - with the aim of getting the local commu¬ 
nity even more involved - will provide activities 
tailored for school visits as well as creating new vol¬ 
unteering opportunities. 

Nerys Watts, head of the Heritage Lottery Fund 
South West England, said: “This project aims to trans¬ 
form Bridport Museum with new displays and educa¬ 
tional opportunities. 

“We look forward to working with the museum fur¬ 
ther, and receiving the detailed plans in due course.” 

Detailed proposals will be considered by HLF at the 
second stage of the redevelopment project and as long 
as plans have progressed according to the original pro¬ 
posal, a further financial award for the project will be 
confirmed.

• HOW did you get invoived with Lyme Regis Oper¬ 
atic Society's production of "Marne"?

For as long as I can 
remember, growing up I always wanted to work in a surf 
shop and live by the sea. Now I do! There is a great wa¬ 
tersports scene here and I am really trying to promote 
it.

• HOW did you get into watersports? 

My grandfather takes the credit for my life in the water. 
Way back in the 1960s and 70s he was shaping surf¬ 
boards in his back garden in Northampton. He obvi¬ 
ously got my dad into it and, between the two of them, 
they have introduced me and my siblings to surfing,

Nowadays, I teach paddle boarding and 
windsurfing and do both of them myself, plus surfing 
and body boarding when the waves and wind are right. 


• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

I pretty much live on the water but I love skateboarding 
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on my longboard to and from work and cruising with 
the local skate kids. I also mountain bike in the sum¬ 
mertime, it's a great way to get outside and away from 
the crowds. 


# WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis? 

I really like the community feeling that Lyme Regis has, 
it's the biggest selling point for me. Of course, the 
coastline is fantastic too! 


• WHAT do you think the town is missing? 

The skatepark is what's missing in Lyme, it will be great 
when it's built. People don't realise what a massive in¬ 
fluence a skatepark can have on a community - some¬ 
where to go and chill and enjoy yourself without 
annoying people on the pavement is going to be great! 

• WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

I would sort my parents and grandparents out with an 
awesome home and pay their bills. They've given me 
everything I have today so I would really want to give 
them twice as much back. I'd also throw money at the 
skatepark and make it awesome and I would pay to 
build an artificial reef in the bay that would work on the 
prominent south-westerlies we get here in Lyme, Head 
high barrels in front of the shop, that would be so cool!

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Backing for adult care services'hub'

PLANS for a new commu¬ 
nity'hub'providing adult 
care services in Bridport 
have been backed by 
people in the town. 

Following a three- 
month public consulta¬ 
tion, Dorset County 
Council has revealed that 
three out of four of those 
who responded were in 
favour of replacing the 
Sidney Gale residential 
home with a more flexi¬ 
ble, modernised service. 

The majority of people 
who responded to the 
consultation favoured 
working with a strategic 
partner to replace Sidney 
Gale with a smaller resi¬ 
dential care home, and 


feedback suggested this 
should be combined with 
an additional facility 
where people can be sup¬ 
ported to stay independ¬ 
ent for as long as 
possible. 

Feedback also indicates 
residents are happy with 
the standard of care 
provided at Sidney Gale, 
but that there is concern 
about the long¬ 
term suitability of the 
building. 

A proposed multi-pur¬ 
pose community'hub'to 
provide a range of day 


services from a number of 
sites in Bridport was 
backed by three quarters 
of respondents, and the 
concept could now be 
developed and possible 
locations explored. 

Councillor Jill Haynes, 
Dorset County Council 
cabinet member for adult 
social care, said: "I would 
like to thank everybody 
who has come forward to 
give their views in this 
consultation. 

"It has been an excellent 
opportunity to discuss 
people's opinions on the 


Village vicar's body 
washed up on beach 


A BODY found washed up at Seatown 
beach on Monday has been confirmed as 
the vicar of Burton Bradstock, the Rev¬ 
erend Bob Thorn. 

The body was discovered in East Ebb 
Cove at the base of the cliffs below Thom- 
combe Beacon, following a large-scale 
multi-agency operation. 

It is believed the Reverend Thom, also 
a talented guitarist and songwriter, got 
into difficulty while rowing off the coast. 

Portland Coastguard first raised the 
alarm just after 9am on Monday morning 
when a small rowing boat was washed 
ashore on Seatown Beach towards East 
Ebb point. 

And hours of extensive searching along 
the coastline eventually led to the discov¬ 
ery of the body later in the day. 

A spokesperson for Portland Coastguard 
said: “Tragically, and after hours of 
searching, a body was discovered by West 
Bay Officers in East Ebb Cove at the base 
of the cliffs below Thorncombe Beacon. 


“Due to the difficult terrain and location. 
Rescue Helicopter 106 assisted with the 
recovery of the deceased and all teams 
were then stood down to return to station. 

“Our thoughts are with the person’s 
family and friends at this most difficult 
time.” 

The spokesperson also explained how 
personal items found in and around the 
washed-up boat led to fears for its owner’s 
safety, and the operation was launched 
quickly after. 

The rest of the West Bay Team were 
alerted immediately, along with rescue 
teams from Lyme Regis, Exmouth and 
Beer, and all were asked to carry out a 
shoreline search of their areas. 

The RNLI lifeboat from Lyme Regis, 
both RNLI lifeboats from Exmouth and 
the independent lifeboat from Sidmouth 
were launched into service and Rescue 
Helicopter 106 based at Portland was also 
scrambled during the operation.

Bridport. 

"The county council is 
working to transform 
adult social care, reflect¬ 
ing national best practice 
and responding to the 
changing expectations of 
our service users, as well 
as providing value for 
money. 

"We are committed to 
ensuring that local peo¬ 
ple have access to high- 
quality residential and 
day care services, which is 
also able to meet future 
demands. 

"The cabinet report sets 
out a series of recommen¬ 
dations, but also makes it 
clear that service users, 
their relatives, our staff 
and the wider public will 
be given an opportunity 
to contribute to develop¬ 
ing the plans as we move 
ahead.

The council has already 
set aside £4.7 million for 
investment in Bridport's 
social care services, and 
councillors will consider 
options for recommenda¬ 
tion at its cabinet meet¬ 
ing tonight (Wednesday). 

Bridport residents, in 
particular those who use 
services and their carers, 
will also be asked to get 
involved in shaping the 
plans before further deci¬ 
sions are made in Sep¬ 
tember. 

These proposals would 
be subject to an addi¬ 
tional three-month pub¬ 
lic consultation. 

Dorset County Council¬ 
lor for Bridport Ros Kayes 
said: "I want to thank 
everyone who responded 
to the workshops and 
questionnaires held over 
recent months. 

"People in Bridport have 
made it clear that a com¬ 


munity hub and a fit-for- 
purpose, Bridport-based 
replacement for Sidney 
Gale are the ways forward 
and I support them ab¬ 
solutely in this." 

Options for day 
services in Bridport in¬ 
clude: 

• Building a fully accessi¬ 
ble, multi-purpose com¬ 
munity hub for all day 
services - this could pro¬ 
vide more extensive serv¬ 
ices, information, support 
and advice, leisure and 
learning opportunities 
seven days a week; 

• Building a multi-pur¬ 
pose community hub and 
looking to provide a sep¬ 
arate unit for day services 
for older people; 

• Working with one or 
several organisations to 
deliver adult social care 
services with a longer 
term view of developing 
a community hub - this 
may also include the op¬ 
tion to develop a local au- 


Improved First bus 
summer timetable 


FIRST Dorset has announced further 
changes to its bus timetables, offering 
a more regular service for customers 
travelling from Bridport to Wey¬ 
mouth and Lyme Regis. 

The X53 summer service will now 
operate on an hourly basis between 
the three towns, and will link with the 
31 service timetable to provide buses 
every 30 minutes between Bridport 
and Lyme Regis. 

Commenting on the summer 
timetables, Simon Newport, General 
Manager at First Dorset, said: “The 
change to service X31 has been made 
in order to maintain its viability fol¬ 
lowing the withdrawal of financial 
support from Dorset County Council 
three years ago. 


“The change does mean the 31 will 
be more reliable and it has also been 
linked with service X53 so that buses 
will be provided every half an hour 
from Bridport to Lyme Regis, mak¬ 
ing it the best ever level of service 
along this section of the coast. 

“This meets the increasing demands 
for travel from local customers and 
tourists alike.” 

A recent restructure of bus fares in 
Dorset also means customers now 
only have to buy one ticket for their 
journey even when changing buses.

Police warn of email scam 


OFFICERS are advising the public to be wary of emails 
purporting to be from the National Institute for Health 
and Care Excellence (NICE). 

Thousands of people nationwide have been targeted 
by hoax emails, claiming to be from NICE. 

The email informs them that as a result of a recent 
blood test, cancer was suspected and they should con¬ 
tact their GR 

The recipients are advised to download their results 
from an attached link, which may contain malware that 
displays a false security warning to entice the victim to 
buy rogue anti-spyware products. 

Inspector Pete Little, of Bournemouth and Poole CID, 
said: “This type of hoax email can be very distressing 
for the victim. 

“Currently, there haven’t been any reports of this hoax 
to Dorset Police but I would still urge people to be wary 
of emails of this nature. 


“If you receive one, delete it and don’t download the 
attachment as it is likely to contain malware. 

“In any case, email attachments should always be 
checked carefully. 

“Anti-Virus products can help to keep your computer 
safe and should be used to check your security regu¬ 
larly. 

“If you have further concerns, you could always take 
your computer to a local security specialist. 

“We urge people to delete any emails they receive

Wildlife Trust welcome news badger 
cull will not be rolled out in Dorset 


DORSET Wildlife Trust 
has welcomed the news 
that the Badger cull will 
not be rolled out to 
Dorset. 


“The failure of the pilot 
culls in Somerset and 
Gloucestershire, which 
were met with strong 
public opposition, has 


strengthened the need to 
explore alternatives to 
badger culling,” said a 
Wildlife Trust statement. 

“In March, a debate in 


the House of Commons 
saw 219 MPs vote in 
favour of the Govern¬ 
ment to drop culling, 
with only one who voted 
against the motion.” 

The trust believes there 
are more effective and 
reliable ways of control¬ 
ling the disease, such as 
better biosecurity, badger 
vaccination and, in the 
long term, cattle vaccina¬ 
tion. 

DWT’s Director of 
Conservation, Imogen 
Davenport, said: “Dorset 
Wildlife Trust does not 
view this as a victory and 
is very sympathetic to 
farmers who suffer as a 
result of the devastating 
Bovine Tuberculosis 
(bTB) disease. 

“However scientific 
study has concluded that 
badger culling can make 
no meaningful contribu¬ 
tion to the control of bTB 
in cattle. 

“We believe that there 
are alternative ways to 
control the disease and 
we welcome Defra’s an¬ 
nouncements in relation 
to these measures.” 

A five-year badger vac¬ 
cination programme 
started last year began on 
selected DWT reserves, 
which will continue in 
2014 and beyond to 
demonstrate there are vi¬ 
able alternatives to 
culling. 

The trust is asking peo¬ 
ple to donate towards the 
cost of its vaccination 
progrannne - from a mo¬ 
bile, by texting BADG13 
and £(amount) to 70070, 
or by donating online at 
www.dorsetwildlifetrust.

Horse beaten in'horrific' 
case of animal cruelty 


A HORSE was tied to the back of 
a vehicle and then beaten with rope 
by two men, in a series of acts of 
severe animal cruelty that took 
place in the Alexandra Road area 
of Bridport this week. 

At around 7pm on Wednesday 
evening (April 2nd), police were 
alerted to reports of a young horse 
or pony that had been tied to the 
back of a vehicle and dragged be¬ 
hind. 

Two men were then seen to beat 
the horse with rope when it fell to 
the ground from its injuries. 

Following a social media appeal, 
police have located the horse and 
report that it is now safe and well. 

But they are still urging anyone 
with further information about the 
incident to come forward to help 
with the development of their in¬ 
quiry. 


A police spokesperson said: “I 
am pleased to say the horse is now 
in safe hands and will be seen by a 
vet. 

“I would like to thank all follow¬ 
ers who ‘shared’, ‘liked’ and for¬ 
warded the article about the horse. 

“All the relevant comments and 
messages we had will be shared 
with the RSPCA and acted on. 

“We would urge anyone in the 
community to come forward and 
allow evidence by means of a 
statement to be taken and allow the 
RSPCA inspectors and Dorset Po¬ 
lice ensure the people responsible 
for this are held to account. 

“If anyone has any images of the 
incident that they may have cap¬ 
tured via smartphone, please con¬ 
tact us via the direct message 
option so that they can be scruti¬ 
nised to further this enquiry.” 


Following the announcement, an 
RSPCA spokesperson described 
the incident as an “horrific” exam¬ 
ple of animal cruelty. 

The spokesperson said: “This 
was clearly a horrible incident and 
a horrific way to treat an animal. 

“We need to hear from anyone 
who has any information about 
those responsible and urge them to 
call the RSPCA in confidence on 
0300 1234 999.” 

A total of 290 Facebook users 
helped to spread news of the inci¬ 
dent by ‘sharing’ a statement re¬ 
leased by police on the Briport, 
Beaminster and Fyme Regis Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams’ page on 
Thursday, and many more left 
comments expressing their distress 
at the incident. 

People who posted on the com¬ 
ments said they found the incident 
“upsetting” and a “total outrage”.

AN ICE age relic washed up on the beach 
at Seatown could prove to be one of the 
most unusual discoveries ever recorded 
along the Dorset coast. 

Palaeontology experts are investigating 
the authenticity of a fossil found on the 
seafront this week by a holidaymaker, 
which could turn out to be a mammoth 
tooth dating back milli ons of years. 

Chris Gasson, from Eastbourne, was vis¬ 
iting the area on holiday with his family 
when he came across a strange rock along 
the shore near The Anchor Inn pub. 

He said: “I have been coming to the area 
for years now to look for fossils but I was 
amazed to find this one on the beach at 
Seatown. 

“I just remember thinking it looked 
weird, and you can tell from the smell that 
it is not a typical rock - the ridges are the 
give away. 

“Most stuff like this gets smashed up re¬ 
ally easily and I have never made a big dis¬ 
covery of this kind before, but this is very 
well preserved.” 

Mr Gasson took the fossil straight to ex¬ 
perts at the Charmouth Heritage Coast 
Centre, where after closer inspection. Ge¬ 
ologist Phil Davidson became interested in 
the find. 

Photographs of the fossil will now be sent 
to the National History Museum in Lon¬ 
don, where scientists will run tests to try 
and trace the object’s history. But Mr Da- 
vidison said it could prove to be an exciting 
discovery. 

He said: “I could not say with 100 per 
cent certainty at this point but it definitely 
looks like an ice age fossil. 

“The markings on the fossil indicate that

it could be a mammoth tooth - you can see 
parts of the crown of the tooth. 

“The teeth of large, herbivorous mam¬ 
mals are quite distinctive because of the 
ridge running along them and in this case 
it looks as though part of the root has been 
preserved. 

“This is a very unusual discovery for this 
area and if it does turn out to be what we 


think it is, it would be quite an exciting 
find.” 

The tests could take months to complete 
so it may be some time before the authen¬ 
ticity of the tooth can be verified, but 
palaeontology experts are confident the 
find will help them build on their knowl¬ 
edge of the area’s history. 

Mr Davidson added: “It is quite a rare 
thing to find along the Jurassic Coast. I can 
remember discovering the remains of a few 
ice age creatures, like elk or bison, so it’s 


not a one-off. But it will certainly add to 
our knowledge of what the area was like 
during this period. 

“At the Heritage Coast Centre we try to 
record all scientifically important fossils 
that people bring to us from along our 
stretch of the coastline. 

“People are absolutely allowed to collect 
fossils but we ask that if they find some¬ 
thing unusual or important they come in 
and register it with us first.” 
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Fresh start for training course graduates

The scheme, funded by an £11,000 grant from Dorset 
Skills and Learning, offers unemployed adults up to 20 
hours free support in work-related learning, coupled with 
one-to-one mentoring, business support and training in 
CV writing and interview skills.

Trainer Paul Conde (pictured, second from right), who has 
been working with the students, said:"These are all prac¬ 
tical skills that can significantly help towards getting a job. 

"Two of our learners on the food hygiene training have 
already got jobs in the industry and another is setting up 
her own cake business with the help of support from our 
business mentors." 

A team of trainers and mentors has been helping the 
students to complete the course, and graduates were pre¬ 
sented with certificates at the training centre in North 
Mills. 

One of the graduates, Fiona Laing (pictured, second from 
left), is setting up her own cake business following her ex¬ 
perience with Fresh Start. 

Dorset County Councillor for Bridport Ros Kayes, who 
helped set up the scheme, said: "I would particularly like 
to thank our mentors, who have been very generous with 
their time and whose one-to-one support of learners has 
really made a difference. 

"When people come to us they have often lost self con¬ 
fidence and guided one-to-one support is unusual to find. 

"But the range and quality of local business people 
working as mentors for us is second to none and the 
learners are really grateful for the support they have re¬ 
ceived."

Planning approval granted 
for Marshwood homes 


MEMBERS of Marshwood 
Community Land Trust have 
celebrated the end of a “long 
road” to ensuring planning ap¬ 
proval for new homes in the vil¬ 
lage. 

West Dorset District Council 
this week approved an applica¬ 
tion to build eight affordable 
homes on agricultural land adja¬ 
cent to Eoxdown Earm and, if 
building schedules are kept to, 
residents can expect to move in 
by early next year. 

Only those who are on the 
council housing register and 
have a local connection will 
be considered for the new 
homes. 

And after months of frustrating 
delays - the application was first 
submitted in June last year - the 
council’s decision has delighted 
members of the trust. 

David Hitchcock, chairman of 
the Marshwood Community 
Land Trust, said: “It has been a 
long road to finally getting ap¬ 
proval for our homes that are so 
desperately needed by many 
local people. 

“It is important to support af¬ 
fordable housing in areas like 
Marshwood to keep numbers 


growing and to support local 
schools. 

“We have been through a hard 
battle to overturn WDDC’s nor¬ 
mal policy not to limit the hous¬ 
ing to local people, but we have 
been successful and we can now 
look forward to the houses being 
handed over early next year.” 

The houses, a mix of two sin¬ 
gle-bed, four two-bed and two 
three-bed dwellings, will be 
built on three quarters of an acre 


of land by Brookvale Homes on 
behalf of the Hastoe Housing 
Association, close to the B3165 
road. 

The homes will be screened 
with trees and bushes so that the 
development fits in with the 
rural landscape. 

Eollowing the decision, the 
Trust is hopeful of finding fur¬ 
ther plots of land where more af¬ 
fordable housing could be built 
in order to satisfy demand. 


Mr Hitchcock added: “Villages 
throughout Dorset have been left 
in a situation where local people 
cannot find affordable housing - 
people have no choice but to 
move away altogether. 

“Unfortunately these eight 
houses will only help a few on 
the housing list - there are 17 
families waiting for housing - so 
the CUT will have to consider 
another development in the not 
too distant future.”

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Plea for dog walkers to pick up after their pets 


A GROUP of dog walkers from Brid- 
port have teamed up with local cam¬ 
paign ‘Litter Free Coast and Sea’ and 
the National Trust to try and reduce 
dog fouling at some of West Dorset’s 
coastal beauty spots. 

The group, which includes mem¬ 
bers from Bridport Dog Training 
Club and All Round Puppy and Dog 
Training Club, has been out counting 
and spraying dog mess at Cogden 
Beach and Hive Beach. 

And campaigners are now appeal¬ 
ing to dog walkers to be mindful of 
the impact dog faeces can have on 
livestock and water quality. 

Helen Freeman, one of the dog 
walkers involved in the project, said: 
“We had felt that dog fouling was an 
issue at these sites for a while and 
have handed out bags in the past to 
local dog walkers. 

“But we were all shocked when we 
recorded, sprayed and picked up the 
dog mess and discovered the extent of 
the issue.” 

This week the volunteer group 
picked up a total of 13 kilograms of 
dog mess in the paths and in the fields 
around the beaches to ensure the area 
was clear for Easter visitors, and for 
the cattle who are due to graze the 
fields in the next few weeks. 

Veterinary experts believe dog mess 
can have a serious impact on the 
health of livestock, and have identi¬ 
fied a disease carried in dog faeces as 
a cause of abortion in cattle. 

Barry O’Mahony, from Bredy Vet¬ 
erinary Centre in Bridport, said:

“Neosporosis is the most frequently 
diagnosed cause of abortion in cattle 
in the UK and cattle become infected 
through dog faeces. 

“Dogs become disease hosts by 
consuming infected tissue in their 
food - then they shed infected eggs 
through their faeces. 

“If your dog does foul on grazing 
land - even if no cattle are grazing on 
it at the time - it is important to re¬ 
move and dispose of it carefully”. 

The campaign is also warning dog 
walkers of the potential issues around 
bathing water quality, which can be 
affected by bacteria in dog faeces. 

Campaigners say failure of water 
quality tests at the beaches could have 
a knock-on effect for tourism related 
businesses in the area. 

Rowan Thompson, National Trust 
Ranger at Cogden and Hive Beaches, 
said the problem was “ruining” the 
beauty spots. 

He said: “It is not fair that a minor¬ 
ity of visitors ruin these beautiful 
areas for everyone else - not to men¬ 
tion the harm done to wildlife and 
livestock. 

“People need to be considerate and 
remember how nasty it is to tread in 
dog mess. 

“All those involved in the group are 
very passionate about these well 
loved coastal beauty spots and we 
will be continuing efforts to reduce 
dog fouling over the summer.”

DORSET has joined 
dozens of other counties 
across Britain to bang the 
drum for business as the 
economy strengthens 
after the severest eco¬ 
nomic slump of its kind 
in living memory. 

A delegation from the 
Dorset Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and Industry 
(DCCI), representing 
700 members employing 
nearly 37,000 people, at¬ 
tended the British Cham¬ 
bers of Commerce 
annual conference in 
Fondon. 

The event at the Queen 
Elizabeth II Conferecne 
Centre, which generated 
national headlines as 
speakers clashed over 
points of view in front of 
200 business leaders, was 
entitled State of the Na¬ 
tional - Good to Great. 

Prominent businessmen 
and women, politicians 
and media figures de¬ 
bated issues from trade 
support and exports to 
skills and apprentice¬ 
ships. 

DCCI chief executive 
Ian Girling said: “The 
main feeling in the con¬ 
ference was that the 
economy is most defi¬ 
nitely on the up, with low 


inflation and rock-bot¬ 
tom interest rates en¬ 
abling members to plan 
ahead and invest. 

“There are, however, 
caveats. It was clear that 
companies need to up- 
skill staff, explore ex¬ 


ports in high-growth 
markets across the world, 
do more to create appren¬ 
ticeship places and forge 
strong links between 
schools and business for 
employability reasons. 

“Focusing on exports. 


we may have a great 
‘Made in Britain’ brand 
globally but the UK’s 
share of global exports 
fell from 4.4 per cent in 
2000 to just 2.6 per cent 
in 2012; the govern¬ 
ment’s target is £1 trillion 
by 2020. 

“The DCCI will sup¬ 


port any Dorset compa¬ 
nies which want to con¬ 
sider exports. Figures 
show that 120,000 busi¬ 
nesses nationally could 
export sustainably. 

“There was one huge 
vote of confidence from 
delegates in young peo¬ 
ple. Green cards - not red 


ones - were held up in re¬ 
sponse to a panel ques¬ 
tion about whether there 
is the right young talent 
in the UK to build the 
economy. 

“As business legend 
Theo Paphitis told the 
conference, we are look¬ 
ing for passion, drive, 
ambition and confidence 
in a new employee - we 
can teach them every¬ 
thing else.

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Police praised for its response in 
tackling domestic abuse in Dorset 


DORSET Police has been praised as one 
of the top eight forces for its overall re¬ 
sponse to tackling domestic abuse. 

A report by Her Majesty’s Inspectorate 
of Constabulary (HMIC) says that gener¬ 
ally Dorset Police provides a good service 
to victims of domestic abuse and helps to 
keep them safe. It found Dorset to have a 
well-developed and effective response to 
high risk victims, and its staff work well 
with partners in external agencies. 

Assistant Chief Constable David Lewis 
said: “We are pleased that HMIC has 
viewed the force’s ongoing work posi¬ 
tively, and that the public in Dorset can 
have confidence that we provide a good 
service to victims, although it must be 


stressed that we will not become compla¬ 
cent. 

“We have just successfully implemented 
the introduction of the Domestic Violence 
Disclosure Scheme (Clare’s Law) to 
Dorset which gives potential victims infor¬ 
mation about the history of their partner, 
so they can make an informed decision 
about the relationship. 

“It is another way for the police, partner 
agencies and our specialist domestic 
abuse services to work together in part¬ 
nership to provide support and improve 
outcomes for those affected by domestic 
abuse, and to prevent abuse occurring in 
the future.” 

The report made recommendations for 


the force to give frontline officers more 
training and to develop a more considered 
approach to include taking the victim’s 
view. It also proposed a review of how 
medium and standard risk perpetrators are 
managed so that it can reduce re-offend- 
ing and improve victim safety. 

Said Mr Lewis: “Dorset Police has seen 
a rise in the number of reported cases of 
domestic abuse in recent years and I be¬ 
lieve this is largely due to victims willing 
to report it to the police and take action 
against the perpetrator. 

“We have taken a number of steps to 
help support victims in reporting these 
crimes and we work in close partnership 
with other support agencies. We have a 


dedicated team of specially trained and ex¬ 
perienced officers and police staff to re¬ 
spond to and investigate domestic abuse 
and to provide the best possible support 
and protection to victims and their fami¬ 
lies. 

“All of our officers and staff are commit¬ 
ted to the safeguarding of victims and chil¬ 
dren. This remains a priority for Dorset 
Police and the Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner. 

“I would urge anyone suffering domestic 
abuse to come forward and report it so that 
action can be taken to keep them safe.”

A NEW text reminder 
system at Dorset County 
Hospital is helping re¬ 
duce the number of 
missed appointments. 

The system was intro¬ 
duced as a way of tack¬ 
ling the 19,000 missed 
appointments at the 
Dorchester hospital 
every year - something 
which hospital bosses 
claims costs up to £3mil- 
lion in wasted time and 
resources. 

Patient access lead 
Anita Thomas said: "Pa¬ 
tient feedback has been 
very positive and we 
have certainly seen a re¬ 
duction in the number 
of missed appointments 
since rolling out the 
service. 

"Many patients call us 
after receiving the text 
to say they had forgot¬ 
ten about it and would 
like to change it, which 
means that we can offer 
their appointment to 
another patient. 

"For the moment some 


clinics are not part of the 
service due to the sensi¬ 
tive nature of the ap¬ 
pointment but we are 
looking at different ways 
of delivering the mes¬ 
sage so that they can be 
included in future. 

"All new appointment 
letters contain informa¬ 
tion on opting out of the 
system if people would 
rather not receive texts 
and there are posters in 
all outpatient areas and 
local GP surgeries ex¬ 
plaining the service and 
the opt out process. 

"It would be really 
helpful if patients could 
ensure they give us their 
up to date contact de¬ 
tails, including their mo¬ 
bile number, so we can 
keep in touch. 

"You can give us your 
details when you attend 
for an appointment, or 
call the number on your 
appointment letter be¬ 
forehand during normal 
office hours - 8.30am to 
5pm, Monday to Friday."

An interview with horticulturalistJim Buttress, about the 
problems of staging a TV gardening competition - plus, 
find out what else needs doing in the garden this week.

JUST as Simon Cowell 
knows his music, AND 
Bake Off judge Paul Hol¬ 
lywood knows his cakes, so award-winning garden¬ 
ing legend Jim Buttress knows his onions. 

And his melons, aubergines, carrots, radish and run¬ 
ner beans. 

The plain-speaking horticulturalist, former Royal gar¬ 
dener and current RHS Britain in Bloom judge is now 
also judge in BBC2's new six-part series The Big Al¬ 
lotment Challenge, and he pulls no punches judging 
harvests produced by contestants on their made-for- 
TV allotments 

Filmed in a Victorian walled garden on the Maple- 
durham Estate in Oxfordshire, nine pairs of keen gar¬ 
deners have spent months planning, planting and 
nurturing. Given their own greenhouses, they were 
handed particular vegetables, fruit and flowers to 
grow, as well as facing a number of additional 
weekly challenges including flower arranging and 
chutney-making, judged by floral arrangement ex¬ 
pert Jonathan Moseley and preserves specialist 
Thane Price. 

The series, presented by Fern Britton, was filmed last 
year from early spring until late summer, when 
award-winning Buttress then judged the produce, 
from blemish-free radishes to perfect sweet peas. 
So how harsh was he with this judging? 

"I was once nicknamed Judge Dread but you don't

have to be hard, as long as 
you're fair and consistent 
in what you do," he insists. 
"You don't have to hurt people but you can 
tell them, 'This ain't good enough'. Just be fair, 
be honest and give people advice as to why 
they didn't win or they could have done bet¬ 
ter." 

Much of the advice he gives in this series is 
about the weather-related problems faced by 
competitors, because last spring was particu¬ 
larly cold. 

"Last year, March and April were awful. Light 
levels were appalling, we had a lot of cold 
weather and many people were 'caught cold'. 
Stuff was put out which wasn't hardy enough. 
The one thing you'll never beat is nature.Then 
Mr Pest and Mr Disease comes along. It hap¬ 
pens to everybody. They had to find a way 
around that. 

"The most difficult thing is the timing. People 
who grow stuff in the garden generally don't 
have a deadline. Each week we set them a 
task, whether vegetables or flowers, and if 
they didn't have them ready then they didn't 
have an exhibit. Luckily they'd grown twice as 
much as they needed to guarantee they had 
something." 

The subsequent hot weather in summer 
helped the growth catch up, but then it re¬ 
quired constant watering and some produce 
needed slowing down. 

The second strand of the competition, which 
is growing flowers, also put up its own prob¬ 
lems, Buttress says. 

"Thrift was a menace last year with gladioli. 
They get the mottling vein. When the judge is 
looking at the exhibit, whatever it is, it's the 
overall impression that matters. Is it free of 
blemish? That includes the root and the leaves 
and everything else. With the hot weather, 
stuff started to move much more quickly and 
required covering and protecting from the di¬ 
rect sun. They had the risk that sweet peas 
would flower too quickly." 

Some flowers weren't successful simply be¬ 
cause they need more time to establish, he re¬ 
flects, a factor which also limited the types of 
vegetables they could grow for the series. 
"Roses were a disaster. To get wonderful roses, 
you would have planted them two years ago. 
You couldn't put a rose in, however good a 
plant it was in the first place, and expect ex¬ 
hibitor-sized flowers in the first year. The first 
year, the rose is digging his feet into the 
ground, getting used to where he is and then 
the second and third year the flowers will be 
better. 

"That's why we cut out rhubarb and asparagus 
from the show, because we always tell people 
not to pick those in the first year." 

Away from the cameras and looking at other 
people's gardening. Buttress is busy with his 
own efforts - he will be building the Home- 
base - Time To Reflect garden with designer 
Adam Frost at the RHS Chelsea Flower Show, 
and he is also helping to produce a display in 
the pavilion to mark charity Perennial's 175th 
anniversary. 

Like all great gardeners, he admits he can't 
wait to get stuck in.

Ingredients 

• 225g self-raising flour 

• 2 tsp ground cinnamon 

• 115g unsalted butter, diced and chilled, plus 
extra for greasing 

• 115g light brown sugar 

• 1 large egg, beaten 
•6-8tbsp milk 

• 225g Bramley or Granny Smith apples, 
peeled, cored and diced 

• lOOg sultanas 

• 2 tbsp demerara sugar (optional) 

Method 

1. Heat the oven to 180C/160C fan/ gas 4. 
Grease and line a deep 20cm cake tin with 
baking parchment. 

2. Mix the flour and cinnamon together in a 
large bowl. Add the butter and rub into the 
flour using your fingers, until it resembles fine 
breadcrumbs. Stir in the light brown sugar. 
Beat in the egg followed by 6 - 8 tbsp of milk - 
you want to achieve a smooth, thick batter. 

3. Add the apples and sultanas and mix to 
combine. Scrape the batter into your prepared 
tin and gently level out. Sprinkle over the 
demerara sugar and bake in the oven for 
30-40 minutes or until golden and a skewer 
inserted into the middle comes out clean. 

4. Allow to cool in the tin for 15 minutes and 
then careful ly turn out onto a wire rack to cool 
further.

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Ultimate scones 

Takes: 25-35 minutes 

Ingredients 

• 225g self-raising flour, preferably organic 

• % tsp salt 

• 50g slightly salted butter, chilled, cut in small 
pieces 

• 25g golden caster sugar 

• 125ml buttermilk 

• 4 tbsp full-fat milk 

• A little extra flour for dusting 

• Strawberry jam and clotted cream, to serve 

Method 

1. Preheat the oven to 220C/gas 7/fan 200C and 
lightly butter a baking sheet (unless you're using 
a non-stick sheet).Tip the flour into a mixing bowl 
with the salt. Shoot in the butter, then rub to¬ 
gether with your fingers to make a reasonably 
fine crumbed mixture, lifting to aerate the mix¬ 
ture as you go. Try not to overrub, as the mixture 
will be lighter if it's a little bit flaky. Now stir in the 
sugar. 

2. Measure the buttermilk, then mix in the milkto 
slacken it. Make a bit of a well in the middle of the 
flour mixture with a round-bladed knife, then 
pour in most of this buttermilk mixture, holding 
a little bit back in case it's not needed. Using the 
knife, gently work the mixture together until it 
forms a soft, almost sticky, dough. Work in any 
loose dry bits of mixture with the rest of the but¬ 
termilk. Don't overwork at this point or you will 
toughen the dough. 

3. Lift the ball of soft dough out of the bowl and 
put it on to a very lightly floured surface. Knead 
the mixture Just 3-4 times to get rid of the cracks. 

4. Pat the dough gently with your hands to a 
thickness of no less than 2cm and no more than 
2.5cm. Dip a 5.5cm round fluted cutter into a bowl 
of flour - this helps to stop the dough sticking to 
it, then cut out the scones by pushing down 
quickly and firmly on the cutter with the palm of 
your hand - don't twist it.You will hear the dough 
give a big sigh as the cutter goes in. Gather the 
trimmings lightly then pat and cut out a couple 
more scones. 

5. Place on the baking sheet and sift over a light 
dusting of flour or glaze if you wish. Bake for 10- 
12 minutes until risen and golden. Cool on a wire 
rack, uncovered if you prefer crisp tops, or cov¬ 
ered loosely with a cloth for soft ones. 

6 . Serve with strawberry Jam and a generous 
mound of clotted cream.

The All New Bmw M4 Convertible 



A The new BMW M4 Convertible 

HOT on the heels of the latest BMW M3 Saloon 
and M4 Coupe, both of which were revealed at 
Detroit at the start of the year, details of the M4 
Convertible are now released, the fifth-gener¬ 
ation high-performance open-top car of its 
kind from the company's M division. 

Powered by the same 431 hp in-line six-cylin¬ 
der engine as the M3 Saloon and M4 Coupe, 
the Convertible offers the option of a six-speed 
manual or seven-speed M Double Clutch trans¬ 
mission. The M4 Convertible exhibits all the 
hallmarks of a car created by BMW's high-per¬ 
formance specialists - lightweight engineer¬ 
ing, carefully honed aerodynamics, advanced 
race-derived chassis tuning and electronic 
driver assistance technologies and a sporty el¬ 
egant profile, open or closed. 


The heart of the M4 Convertible: a high- 
performance TwinPower Turbo engine 

The BMW M4 Convertible derives its fire¬ 
power from a high-revving six-cylinder Twin- 
Power Turbo engine which benefits from 
technologies developed on the race track.This 
2,979cc in-line six-cylinder powerhouse, devel¬ 
oped by BMW M, features two mono-scroll tur¬ 
bochargers, high-precision direct injection, 
VALVETRONIC fully variable valve timing and 
Double-VANOS variable camshaft control.This 
technical prowess allows the M4 Convertible 
to switch seamlessly from an undemanding 
everyday road car to one which feels totally at 
home on the race track. 

Huge reserves of torque peaking at 550Nm 
are available from Just l,850rpm - exactly the 


point at which maximum power of 431 hp is at¬ 
tained.This is then maintained until 7,300rpm. 
Maximum engine revolutions are 7,600rpm. All 
of this means the M4 Convertible delivers a 
seemingly never-ending surge from little more 
than engine tickover to the electronically re¬ 
stricted top speed of 155mph. The zero to 
62mph sprint is achieved in 4.6 seconds with 
the six-speed manual gearbox, or 4.4 seconds 
with the seven-speed M Double Clutch Trans¬ 
mission. 

Such impressive performance calls for ad¬ 
vanced, race-derived technologies, including 
special cooling systems. An indirect intercooler 
maximises charge pressure and engine output, 
while the main radiator is supplemented by 
other coolers located in the sides of the engine 
bay for the high and low-temperature water 
circuits as well as for the engine and transmis¬ 
sion oil (with the M DCT gearbox). An addi¬ 
tional electric coolant pump helps to cool the 
turbocharger bearing mounts when the car 
comes to rest. 

The lightweight magnesium sump has a spe¬ 
cial cover to minimise the movement of oil dur¬ 
ing high-G cornering, and an additional pump 
and sophisticated oil return system maintain 
stable oil circulation under hard acceleration 
and braking. 

The iconic quad exhaust system contains 
electronically controlled flaps which minimise 
back-pressure and ensure that the M4 Convert¬ 
ible has an unmistakable BMW M sound. 

The £2,645 optional seven-speed M Double 
Clutch Transmission effectively combines two 
gearboxes, each with its own clutch. Shifts are 


therefore completed with no interference to 
the power delivery, enhancing both perform¬ 
ance and efficiency. Gear shifting can be fully 
automatic or via the selector lever or steering 
column-mounted paddles. Drivelogic allows 
the driver to choose more sporting or more 
comfort-oriented shifting programmes while 
in automatic mode, and the seven-speed M 
DCT transmission also incorporates Launch 
Control to ensure the fastest-possible acceler¬ 
ation from standstill. 

Lightweight engineering aids perform¬ 
ance, agility and efficiency 

BMW's M cars do not achieve their excep¬ 
tional performance simply through brute 
power. Advanced weight-saving technologies 
and carefully honed aerodynamics also play a 


major part while assisting agility and efficiency. 

The M4 Convertible is around 60kg lighter 
than the outgoing M3 Convertible, despite 
being more lavishly equipped. A low kerb 
weight of 1,750kg, has been achieved through 
extensive use of aluminium for the bonnet, 
front wings and many of the chassis compo¬ 
nents, while carbon-fibre reinforced plastic 
(CFRP) is used for the propeller shaft and strut 
brace in the engine compartment. CFRP is light 
but extremely strong: the single-piece pro¬ 
peller shaft is 40 percent lighter than the steel 
one in the M3 Convertible, reducing rotating 
masses and improving powertrain response. 
The engine compartment strut brace weighs 
just 1.5kg, yet aids more superior body control 
than with an aluminium strut.

Fleet/Lease And P/X 
Values At All-Time High 


BCA's latest Pulse report shows that the 
headline average value increased in 
March, rising by £57 compared to Febru¬ 
ary to record the highest monthly value 
this year and the third highest on record. 

There were sizeable value rises to record 
levels in the fleet & lease and dealer sec¬ 
tors, while nearly-new values improved for 
the first time this year. 

BCA's data shows that average values 
improved in March by £57 (0.7%) to 
£7,387, compared to the previous month. 
Average performance against CAP Clean 
fell by half a point to 98.36%. Year-on-year, 
March 2014 was ahead by £387 or 5.5%, 
with average age up by a month at 62 
months and average mileage falling 
slightly at just over 56,000. CAP Clean per¬ 
formance was up on a year ago by half a 
point. 

Simon Henstock, BCA's UK Operations 
Director commented "Despite volumes re¬ 
maining significantly higherthan we have 
seen in recent months, demand was very 
strong across the range of stock on offer 
atBCAin March. We saw greater volumes 
from dealer part-exchange sources and a 
small increase in fleet/lease volumes. This 
shift in the model mix meant the headline 
figure could have been even higher as the 
individual product sectors saw quite sig¬ 
nificant value uplifts." 

He continued "As we said last month, 
used car demand remains very strong, 
particularly for retail quality vehicles. But 
as Easter approaches, the market is show¬ 


ing early signs of softening and, with the 
March new registration figures being the 
highest in a decade, this will generate 
more volume into the used car arena. If 
supply starts to outstrip demand, there 
will inevitably be some downward pres¬ 
sure on average values, particularly for less 
attractive or poorly presented vehicles." 

He added "Sellers should keep close to 
the market and work with their remarket¬ 
ing partner to ensure their vehicles are 
sensibly appraised and realistically valued 
to sell first time." 

Fleet & lease cars averaged £9,572 in 
March, a rise of £381 or 4.1% compared to 
February, and a new high point for the 
sector. Values were up by a significant 
£838 (9.5%) year on year. CAP perform¬ 
ance fell marginally over the month to 
98.49% but was ahead year-on-year. Re¬ 
tained value against original MRP (Manu¬ 
facturers Retail Price) was up by nearly a 
point at 43.81% compared to February 
and was up by 1.3 points, year-on-year. 

Average dealer part-exchange values 
also rose to record levels, climbing by 
£109 (2.8%) to £3,906 in March. Year-on- 
year, values were ahead by £340 (9.5%) 
compared to March 2013 with average 
age rising and mileage falling over the 
year. CAP performance fell back over the 
month to 96.54% in March, but was up by 
nearly a point compared to March 2013. 
Compared to March 2012, values have 
risen by £1,003 - a substantial 34.5% rise 
over the 24 month period.

THE Happy Warrior completed a 
hat trick of wins in three month 
and the seventh consecutive race 
in which he has finished in the 
top three, when he stormed 
home at Taunton last Thursday.

A GRANDSTAND finish that saw Chris Luke fire 
Bridport to victory over Cadbury Heath just 
seconds from the end at St Mary's on Saturday, 
also clinched Toolstation Western League Pre¬ 
mier Division status for next season. 

Althouh Bridport were in no real danger of 
being dragged into a relegation battle, other 
results made it mathematically impossible for 
that to happen with still seven games remain¬ 
ing.

Regarding Condliffe's dismissal. Senior said:
